Mr. J. Dobson, representative 
of the-P.W.D. stated that a demoli- 
tion order . was issued, but ‘the 
owner failed to comply, compell- 
ing the P.W.D. to. instruct work- 
mfen to demolish the building. 

Some 20 occupants of the build- 
ing were ordered to vacate. and 
the coolies went in to pull down 
the house, which was in a “dan- 
gerous state.” 

The building, in fact, suddenly 
collapsed and three coolies were 
buried under the debris. They
